France, Israel

PARIS. — France and Israel are 
involved in full-scale negotiations 
in which the French Government 
hopes to fenonte Israel to ac- 
cept a cash refund for the 50 Mi- 
rege warplanes held under em- 
bargo since the Six Day War. 

A statement to this effect, which 
obviously originated from the French 
Foreign Ministry, was issued yea- 
terday by the semi-officlal French 
News Agency Agence France- 
Presse, following a wave of spe- 
culation by newspapers here on the 
future of the planes. 


Recalling that the French Gov- 
ernment had repeatedly offered to 
refund to Israel the cost of the 
Planes, the agency said: “In order 
to avoid deterioration of this equip- 
Ment and taking into account the 
needs of the French Air Force, the 
Government has decided to proceed 
with the repurchase of the Mirages 
Ι- order to equip the French armed 
orces.”" 


Although this wording reads like 
@n arbitrary decision by the French 
Government, the rest of the A.F.P. 
@spatch makes it clear that the 
terms for the repurchase of the 


planes is a matter of negotiation 
between France and Israel. 

The agency said the t#iks were 
being conducted here for Israel by 
officials representing the Embassy. 
the Ministries of Foreign Affairs 
and Defence, and the Arms Pur- 
chasing Mission headed by Paul Ke- 
dar. 
The agency added that Isracl’s 
Ambassador, Mr. Asher Ben-Natan, 
had twice called on Mr. Herve Al- 
phand, Secretary-General of the 
Qual d'Orsay, receatly in order to 
discuss the future of the Mirages. 

AF.P, recelled that Israel had 
paid §50m. for the planes and had 
80 far insisted on thelr delivery 
apd excluded any question of ‘a. 
refund.

Mirage Vs into 115 own Air Force. 

The Mirage V Is a single-seat tac- 
tical fighter which is.in fact of Is- 
rael] design. It is a stripped-down 
version of the Mirage ΠῚ which Is- 
rael specially requested for a ground 
attack role. It is extremely simpil- 
fled for use In clear weather in the 
Middle East.

Determining intent of punishment statute 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a sentence of the 
Jerusalem District Court deliver- 
ed on April 26, 1971 (im Cr. C. 
228/70). 

The respondent was found guil- 
ty by ‘the Jerusalem District 
Court on two counts of obtain- 
ing money by deceit, after false- 
ly representing himself as the 
Military Governor of Geza. He 
wes placed on probation for a 
period of a year and the period of 

of sentence imposed 
upon him for a previous offence 
was extended for a further two 
years. 

The State appealed against the 
sentence, fts representative argu- 
nig that in accordance with section 
22 of the Penal Law Amendment 
(Modes of Punishment) Law (Con- 
soHidated Version), 1971, and the 
interpretation thereof in Cr A. 
10/71 (1. Ρ 1 PD. 25/589), Da- 
Tai's conditional sentence shouid 
have been implemented, in view of 
the fact that he had been found 
guilty of two further offences: 

Section 22 provides that: “{a) A 
Court which has convicted an ac- 
cused person of a further offence 
and has not imposed imprisonment 
for that offence, may... instead of 
ordering the implementation of the 
conditional imprisonment, order, for 
reasons which shall be recorded, an 
extension of the period of suspen- 
sion for an additional period not 
exceeding two years if it is satis- 
fied that in the circumstances of 
the case it would not be just to 
implement the conditional imprison- 
ment; (Ὁ) The Court shall not exer- 
cise its power under this section 
save in respect of the first convic- 
tion of the accused for ἃ further 
offence.” 

In Cr.A. 10/71, the Supreme Court 
held that section 22 (b) must he 
interpreted 85 meaning that if a 
person who hag been given a sus- 
pended sentence commits more 
than one further offence then he 
may not benefit from the opportu- 
nity of extending the original pe- 
riod of suspension, it being irrele- 
vant if he be convicted of the fur- 
ther offences on separate occa- 
sions or In one trial.

Economic threat to 
Vorster’s Gov't 


By STANLEY UXS 
CAPE TOWN (Ofns). — 
‘OUTH <Africa’s businessmen are 
getting increasingly worried 


- about the future. They never believ- 


ed Mr. Vorster’s Government when 
it said it would rather the country 
was poor and white than rich and 
racially “mixed”. Now they see that 
it meant what it said. 

‘Although the country’s economy 
is in a state of decline, Mr. Vorster 
stubbornly refuses to remove the 
colour bara that would make recove- 
ry possible. The most he is prepared 
to do jis to turn a blind eye to the 
ilegal employment of Africans in 
certain Umited categories of work. 

But this is not what South Africa 
needs, What it requires is the imme- 
diate Hfting of the industrial colour 
bar which keeps non-whites (Afri- 
cans, Coloureds and Asians) in un- 
skilled and semi-skilled jobs — and 
then to follow this up with a crash 
training programme to turn them 
into productive citizens. 

South Africa long ago also reach- 
ed the point of industrial sophis- 
tication where it found that cheap 
black labour was a myth. “We do 
not have cheap labour,” says O.K. 
Bazaars chairman Len Miller. “We 
use double the amount of labour we 
should for each particular job. If all 
our labour resources were properly 
used, productivity would increase — 
and this is ‘the best curb to inflation.” 

Inflation is the country’s besetting 
problem at the moment. The obvious 
remedy would be to raise producti- 
vity by opening skilled occupations 
to the scores of thousands of Afri- 
cans who are grinding out existen- 
ces a8 messengers, cleaners, labour- 
ers, tea~- , etc.

in He believes that industrial integra- 


tion — as he calls it — leads to 
political integration and the eclipse 
of the white man. Instead of apply- 
ing the obvious remedy, therefore, 
he has tried 'to take money out of 
circulation: by restricting bank cre- 
dit, raising hire purchase rates to 
discourage spending, increasing 
taxes and the rest. 

These anti-inflationary measures 
have failed almost totally, partly 
because the Government itself went 
oa pumping’ money into the econo-~ 
my by means of public projects.

Court of Criminal Appeals 
Before Justices Landau, Cohn 
and Kister. 


judgment of the Supreme Court, 
Justices Landau and Cohn concur- 
ring, pointed out that he had ex- 
pressed the opinion in an obiter 
dictum, in Cr. A. 10/71, that if 
one act, or several acts so con- 
nected as to comprise one operation, 
constituted several offences from 
the point of view of criminal law 
(as, for example, in the case of 
breaking-in and theft), then he 
would be prepared to regard these 
offences as constituting only one 
offence for purposes of section 22 
of the Modeg of Punishment Law 
and would, in consequence, extend 
the period of the original conditional 
sentence even if the accused were 
found guilty of these further of- 
fences. -

‘ee Fatah suspects

NAZARETH. — The security ser- 
vices last week uncovered what 

fey believe to be an el-Fatah ter- 
or cell. Three suspects were ar- 
“rested, two of them women. 

They are a local resident, Ali 
Ahmed Abdul Ga’ani, 26, who was 
studying electrical engmeering at 
the Technion, and two housew!lves, 
Pathiya Halek, 39. of Jenin and 
‘Sawad Wahab, 40, of Nablus, 

The spokesman of the northern 
region police, Rav-Pakad Emil 
Fruchter, announced on Friday that 
the police believe the cell was or- 
ganized two years ago. The Jenin 
woman Is a relative of Ga’anl 

The Post learned from reliable 
sources that the cell had so far 
focused on collecting information on 
various {nstallations. From  preli- 
minary lavestigations, it appeared 
that the information was to be used 
for sabotaging the installations at a 
later stage, appareatly by another 
cell. It was not revealed which of 
the three suspects headed the cell. 

Ga’ani, a native Nazarene, was ac- 
Cepted by the Technion a year ago 
after completing high school here. 
He did not distinguish himself in his 
studies, and had to sit twice for 
ἃ number of first-year examinations. 

Be was brought before a local 
magistrate who ordered him detained 
for 15 days. The two women were 
remanded on orders from the Mili- 
tary Government.

Defence Minister Moshe Da 
believes that cuts in the Ministry 
budget should _be kept to within 
his pro: 1L500m. limit. This 
will luce it to IL6,000m. for 
the coming year. 

Mr. Dayan’ cautiously voiced his 
disagreement with Finance Minis- 
ter Pinhaz Sapir, “who evidently 
assumed that an additional hundreds 
of millions of pounds could be lop- 
ped off the budget without seriously 
impairing our defence potential.” 

Mr, Dayan, who was interviewed 
on T’’s “Mabst” on Friday eve- 
ning, apologized for his pubilc ap- 
penrance. He explained. however, 
thet “if the Defence Ministry bud- 
get has to be discugsed In public 
at all — ag it has been for the 
past two months — I'd rather be 
present.” 

The cuts proposed by him had 
already made the Army “tighten 
its belt by a couple of notches.” 
The practical implications would, 
however, 2pply primarily to non- 
vital aspects, such as construction 
projects, which would be pared 
down to a minimum, and trips ab- 
road, Includiug study tours, which 
would be reduced by some 30-50 per 
cent, Even entertainers have been 
asked to halve their fees. 

Mr. Dayan explained that the ἱπι- 
pact would he softened by, amongst 
other things, the completion of for- 
tifications. “We are obviously not 
going to build a second storey to 
the Bar-Lev Hne," he said. 


WELOOMES PROBE 


Despite his firm insistence on a 
Minimum 116,000m. budget, he wel- 
comed the establishment of a minis- 
terial committee, to be headed by 
the Prime Minister, to probe into 
the possibility of additional savings. 
He did not believe, however, that 
the three ministers would give their 
consent to which would 
impair the Army's strength 

He did share the Finance Minister's 
‘concern over Israel’s fmanclal plight, 
and was opposed to inflationary 
“money printing” as a solution to a 
deficit’ budget, 

Half of the Ministry's budget went 
cn bolstering the armed forces, Mr. 
Dayan disclosed. For example, the 
“non-creation” of a 100 tank unt, 
all imcluded, could save the State 
some IL85m., apd if no reservists 
were called for training, the State 
would “save" another IL70m. 

But could Israeli, a nation of less 
than three million people, afford not 
to exploit her total manpower re- 
serves by striking off s0 and 0 
many tank units? He thought not. 

It was mot correct to say that 25 
1 cent of the G.N.P. was spent 
on defence, Mr. Dayan noted, Con- 
tributions from the UJ.A, and 
American assistance since the Six 
Day War-had- shot up by some 
600m, a year, equivalent to about 
half of the total ow eget ine 

τ. The Israeli peyer probably 
ἔαι contribute more than 15 per 
cent of the G.N.P. for defence, 

The question bolled down to whe- 
ther Israel could or could not afford 
its present rate of armament and 
security. He urged his listeners to 
look at the luxury buildings that 
had mushroomed, the living stand- 
ards that had gone up since June 
1967 — all in time of war, Was this 
the kind of situation which justified 


the non-purchase of tanks? he 
asked. 


Mr.. Dayan said he would favour 
an austerity programme. He did not 
believe that the population could in- 
dulge in luxuries aud solve its secur- 
Ity problems at one and the same 
thme. Nor did he belleve Israel could 
shoulder staggering defence burdens 
and carry out sweeping social re- 
forms. 

Singling out Kikar Malchei Larae! 
in Tel Aviv as an example, he said 
that those who wanted luxury flata 
and penthouses costing, say, more 
than 1L150,000 (Mr. Dayan seemed 
out of contact — prices are double 
that high in that cular area of 
the town) should be made to contri- 
bute IL30,000 to the Treasury for 
essential social programmes, 


KARGMAN FOR CUTS 

In an earlier interview on Friday 
{Gideon Lev-Arie's “Interview of 
the Week’), Mr. Israel Kargman, 
Chairman of the Knesset'as Finance 
Committee, thought it “possible to 
save a reasonable sum out of the 
Defence Ministry's IL6,000m. pro- 
posal.” 

Cuts are unavoidable, he went on. 
“It ls imposslble to carve large 
chunks out of the State Budget 
without touching the Defence Bud- 
get,” he sald. 

If the Budget answered all the de- 
mands of the various Government 
Ministries, it would total IL18,000m. 
— at Jeast 11,500m. higher than 
the absolute acceptable maximum. 
"You can't pare 1L1,500m. from the 
education, health and welfare bud- 
gets alone," he sald 

The trade gap now stands at 
$1,400m., he said. “This tremendous 
sum fs not covered or earned by 
exports. The economy could collapse 
if deficit spending continues at its 
present rate," he dectared. 

“We will be short of dollars to 
cover purchases abroad. An extra 
effort to clase the gap is needed, to 
reduce demand for consumer goods,” 
he said. 

Question: “Do you think, sir, that 
our leadership is setting us an ex- 
ample in this respect?" 

Mr, Kargman: “Definitely.” 

Myr, Kargman said he had reserva- 
tions on various proposals drafted 
by the Asher Committee, as reported 
in the press, but ‘Tll make my 
stand known when 1 receive the 
committee's recommendations,” he 
said. 

SHORTSIGHTEDNESS 

Speaking at the Engineering Club 
here on Friday, Deputy Transport 
Minister Gad Yaacobi warned 
against short-sighted cutting of in- 
vestments In the national transport 
infrastructure. 

The Deputy Minister sald it would 
be a mistake to think that environ- 
mental ig was of secondary 
economic importance. A “penny-wise, 
pound-foolish” approach in this area 
‘would create the same problems in 
Israel as already faced by large 
western cities — air pollution, the 
sacrifice of living space to concrete 
super-highways and giant parking 
lots, and the social atomization of 
the Individual. 

Mr. Yaacobi pointed to the ex- 
ample of Sweden which has the 
highest auto per capita ratio in the 
world ‘but the lowest use of private 
vehicles, thanks to good urban plan- 
ning and an efficient public trans- 
portation system.

Allon: ‘door 
still open to 
peace talks 


TEL AVIV. — Deputy Premier ὙἹ- 
gal Allon said yesterday that des- 
pite Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's latest “bellicose” speech, the 
door to peace negotiations in the 
Middle East had not been closed. 
He warned, however, that the Egyp- 
tlans may be thinking in terms of 
starting a “limited war" in order 
to blame Israel for "the political 
failures of tts own leadership,” 

Speaking over the English radio 
programme “This Week" yester- 
day, the Deputy Premier said that 
he “understood that even if 1971 
has been called a year of decisions, 
it ls mot necessarily a year of ac- 
tion." He added that despite this 
the may embark. on 
another war of attrition. | 

“But they must Know, and. the 
rest of the world should know, that 
the doors for a political solution, 
be it interim or overall, are still 
open.” 

With regard to recent specula- 
tion that the Egyptians may reopen 
the Canal independent of any ag- 
reement, the Minister said: “I am 
afraid that this is unacceptable to 
Cairo.” 

He added that it has been clear 
since the Six Day War that Israel 
would agree to the Hpyptians clean- 
ing and operating the Canal with- 
out any specific agreement “as long 
as we don’t have to do anything 
on our part." - 

Mr. Allon. “saw no reason. why 
another war should start,” but 
warned that if it does, Egypt may 
try and drag the other Arab states 
in — particularly Syria. ‘I can only 
hope that they will be wiser than 
in 1967," he concluded.
